Sir Garnet Wolseley Has a Very 
Narrow Escape.

The Khedive’s Brother Wants to Join the 
English—Details of the Fight. 


LONDON, August 26.—A letter from Prince 
Ibrabim, a broiber of the Khedive, to Lord 
Granville is published asking that he be al- 
lowed to serve with the British army in 
Egypt. Lord Granville replied that the 
Government regretted its inability accept 
the Prince’s offer of service. 

CANNOT BE TRUSTED. 

ALEXANDRIA, Agus: 28 —It is stated on 
good suthoriy that 2,000 Alhanians have 
been enlisted gor service in Egypt, in the 
quarantine and other departments, as it i- 
feared the native troops cannot. be trusted. 
Troovs are urgently required ut quarantine, 
the station at Moses’ Well, near Suez, as the 
attitude of the Bedouins there is threatening.

GEN. WOLSELEY’S ESCAPE.

Gen. Wolseley’s head and took off the leg of 
a horse ten yards bebind him. The enemy 
thr ughout the fight declined to come to 
close quarters. The two gunners 
killed were jstruck by shrapnel near Wolse- 
ley’s position. The troops behaved weli and 
were all day without water or food, after 
marching ten miles through the heavy sand, 
The enemy’s cavalry swept around British 
right flank, but did not come within striking 
distance, 

THE EGYPTIAN ARTILLERY ‘ 
fought wei' and firea much more accurately 
than at Kafr el Dwar. The infantry were con- 
temptable, and the cavairy little better. Many 
of both of these in arms were observed 
breaking from the ranks and dispersing 
under our fire of shell. 

The Exyptian fire was too hot for the Life 
Guards to cross the open space towa:ds 
them. The British infantry passed the day 
lying down behind the banks and in the 
ditches. After the engagement Gen. Wolseley 
rode to I-mailia and returned late in the 
evening. Reinforcements arrived during the

The Morning Budget.

REGISTRATIIN OF RECEIPTS. 
A Fresh Set of Rules for Registering 
Flevator Receipts. 


Stocks of Grain—Missouri Corn—Odds 
and Ends From ’Change. 


The members of the Merchants’ Exchange 
who favor regiatration of elevator receipts of 
grain bave not been disc»uraged by their re- 
cent failure to get the question before the 
Exchange. Some time ago they seet a series 
of rules on registration to the B ard of 
Directors, accompanied by a petition asking 
that a vote of the Exchange be taken upwn 
these rules. The matter wa- referred by the 
board to a special committee that was em- 


powered to act in the case—revising the ru'es 
offered and getting them into 8s mewhat ber- 


ter shape. This committee fai'ed to de 
anything in the maiter, and, 
‘fier waiting for several weeks, . the 


parties whe drew up the fir-t rules went to 
work on auother set. In these they have tried 
to conf rmtothe reg «tration rules of Cbi 
cago and Peoria, and ory feel satisfied thut 
they are iv such a shape tbat they wil meet 
the approval of the weinber-,. Following is 
a copy of these ruies, which will be present- 
ed before the Board vf D.rectors at their meet - 
ing next Monday:

The Russian Ambassador at Constantinople 
is by no means faycrable to @ separate Arglo- 
Turkish military convention, ahd, if he can- 
not have it revised by the Powers, insists that 
its provisions shall be officially communicated 
to the eopference. Russia demands from 
England a formal declaration that she wil! 
seek no exelusive advintage, in, Egvpt and 
will leave the final settlement of the Egyptian 
question to a conference of the Powers. Thi- 
is simply an indication of Russie’s long 
cherished purpose to be even with the fore- 
most in every movement tending towards the 
d smemberment of the Ottoman Empire, and 
to lose nochance of securing “hat she re- 
cards as her rightful share, which meuns all 
she can take and hold. She knows well that 
European jealousy of Rus-ia’s overgrown 
vower is the only prop row. sustaining the 
tottering fabric of ‘Iurkish dominion, 
and that if Turkey’s territory could 
he divided without further aggrandiz- 
ing the Colossus of Nations, now be- 

triding so vast an ex'ent’ of Asia and 
Europe, tae division would not be postponed 
a minute. 

But Russiain possession of Constantinople, 
the ancient seat of ber religion, would exer- 
cise acontrol such as no other power ever 
held overthe Od World. Asia Minor is 
politically inseparable from ‘its immemorial 
capital, and with these under Muscovite do- 
minion, the Black Sea would become as mucb 

fa Russian lake asthe Caspian, the Suez 
Canal would be one of Russia’s boundary 
‘ines, Englard would no lorger be the mis- 
tress of the Mediterranean that she now is, 
and with railways stretching away frum Con- 
stantinople through the: valley of the 
Euphrates to the Persian Gnif, Russia would 
control the E:st aod ite commerce and with 
it wield an i: fluence in Europe against which 
no eombination could maiotain itself. The 
halance of power in Europe would go ‘*‘glim- 
mering through the dream of things that 
were,” and such civilization as the knout of 
Czardom and the infallibility of the Byzan- 
tine Church have given to Russians and Cos- 
sacks would soon dominate both Asia and 
Europe. 

This is “the will of PETER the Great,’’ 
than which the Ru-sian states-+man knows no 
higher law and Russian feeling no more 
cheri-bed purpose. But this is, of ail public 
dangers, the one sgainst which the other 
European Powers are most jealously guard- 
ing the drift of events. Not one of them can 
he bribed to trust Russia with Asia Miuer 
and Constantinople, because from that van- 
tage ground she would irresistibly attract to 
herself ali the Slavic and semi-S!avic provinces 
of Southeastern Europe. Again and again the 
other Powers have, regardless of expense 
or bloodshed, defeated her designs 
on Constantinople, but without altering 
er weakening her purpose. She is: 
convinced that they are only post- 
poning a division which must come at 
last, and in which they cannot prevent the 
ultimate consummation of her hopes. 
Therefore she sees a fresh opportunity in 
every new assault upon the integrity of the 
Ottoman Empire, and prepares to make the 
most of it, 

In this case Russia doubtiess remembers 
whose fleet stopped her -victorious army in 
sight of the minarets of Stamboul buta few 
years ago, and if English rule is to be estab- 
lished under an alias in Egypt, she intends

Male and Female Smokers Who 
Hit the Pipe Daily. 


A Chat With the Victims of the Poppy— 
How They Use the Drug. 


Regular pedestrians along Seventh and 
Eighth streets, between Market and Walnut, 
have frequently noticed the number of per- 
sons, apparently respectable, who make 
daily visits to the block bounded by the 
above streets. The alley is lined on either 
side with old shanties aud diiapidated build- 
ings, rendering the presence of respectable 
people ali the mo'e mysterious.

A Boy’s Suicide.

A KENTUCKY FEUD. 


The Terrible Vengeance Visited by the 
Chatfields Upon the McLoys. 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

On Monday, August 7, the day of the elec- 
tion, an old feud, originating from childish 
quarrels, broke out in East Kentucky, and 
the result was the killing of one man in self- 
defense and the cold-blooded murder of three 
others, The scene was at the polis at the 
mouth of Blackberry andin Pike county,about 
tweoty-five miles from Pikeville. Ia that 
section are two families, the Chatfieids and 
the McJ.oys, with numerous relations. The 
Chatfields are the most numerous, and physi- 
cally are the larger, the McLoys being small 
in stature. On the day of election one of the 
Chatfield clan approached a young man of the 
McLay family, and, swaggering up to him, 
Said: ‘Jim McLoy, you don’t vote here to- 
day unless you vote asIdo.’?? The young 
man answered that he did not wavt any 
trouble, and would not vote at all. “Yes, you 
will,” responded the bully. **We’ve made 
you grind apples for us on your knees before 
this, and if you don’t vote as I do to-day Pil 
make you.’’ 

_ With this warning the bully swaggered off. 
Young McLoy went away and took a drink or 
20 to arouse his courage. After a while Chat- 
field returned, looking for McLoy, and fouod 
the young man in a piace where escape was 
not easy. ‘“*McLoy,’’ he said, ‘“‘have you 
voted vet??? 

**No,’’ answered MecLoy. 

*You’d better go and vote quick, then, and 

vore as | tel! you.” 
_ Young McLoy straightened himself up and, 
in a Volce trembling with rage, probably min- 
yled with fear, said: **Uhattield, you’ve made 
me go down on my knees and grind ap les for 
you, as you said, and hoe corn for you, but 
vou can’t make me Voie but just as I please 
to-dav.’? Chatfield responded to this with a 
a oath, aud a motion as though to draw a 
Distol. 

“if I’ve got to die I’m going to die like a 
man.’”? With these words McLoy drew a 
ciasp knife with a five-inch blade and opened 
t. His adversary fired, the ball grazing Me- 
Loy’s head. The iatter sprang at his tor- 
mentor wit a cry of rage and made a2 slasb 
which denuded the bone of one arm of ils 
flesh from the shoulder tothe elbow. Then 
with powerful blows he siashed Chatfield 
across the breast from shoulder to waist, and 
again in the other direction. Me must have 
driven the keen, loug biade ilt-deep through 
viotbing and flesh at least tweaty times before 
Chatfieid fell. 

McLoy fied a short distance, a fusilade of 
bultets following him, but he escaped unhurt. 
burning and facing the Chatfieids, who had 
emptied their pistols, be said: ‘*Gentiemea, 
L believe I was in the right. I defended my- 
seif. I vive mvseilf.up.”’ 

it was a terrible crowd to surrender him- 
selfto. Nearly all around him were of the 
Chatfleid clan—hardly a friend witnin sight. 
A younger brother Was present, but was 
oowerless, except to lay down his own ltife to 
satisfy the savage thirst for blood. No rep- 
resentative of law was there, and if he had 
been his oflice would have been a mockery. 
fhe manto whom he surrendered himself 
was an uncle of the slain mav, aud when Me- 
Loy gave up his knife this man took it and 
said, “W’ve a great mind to chug it into 
you.”? 

In an instant five menjumvred at the dis 
armed prisoner, and grabbed him by the 
‘hroat or shouider, or wherever they couid 
lay their hands, and five pistol balls whizzed 

met his head. These men were crowded to- 
‘ether too closely or were unsteady from 
'qior, for none ofthe balis struck MecLo:, 
O bers took him from his infuriated assai!- 
wis, but with no intention of preserving his 
life, not even for the farce of atrial, as the 
seg uel showed. 

McLoy’s captors took him across Tug River 
into West Virgiuta. Afraid that the authori- 
tres of that State would be better euforcers 
ithe law than those of :their own, they re- 
turned himonthat or the nextday. They 
uid upparentiy made up their minds toa 
policy of extermination. They sent cut 
parties and brought in McLov’s two brothers, 
axed respectively 20 and 18 years. The 
econd brother nad been. guilty of no other 
ffenee than being present when the killing 
Securred,while the boy of 18 was not onisfuct 
vresent, but bad never taken any part in the 
feud between the two sets of mea, either by 
word or deed. 

Having capiured the three boys, the party 
struck for the woods. Nothing more was 
seen of them, and afier ailowing suflicient 
iime for vengeance to be wreaked, the citi- 
zens sent oul a party to investigate. Afier 
some search the bodies were found 
thicket. The boys had been made to stand in 
a row, their arms tied, each one’s right arm 
to his neighbor’s f!eft, by green withes, and 
tbe free arms of the two ou the outside tied 
in the same Manner to two saplings. Strung 
in this fantastic manner they couid not have 
Their captors were de- 


As they stood 
there lovking down asteep hillside, they 
were shot dead by one shot each in the back 
of the head, the Duliets comipg out at the 
ferehbead or vearit. A sballow trench was 
dug, the three bodies laid in it, feet to head, 
uudamound heaped over them suflicientiy 
Lo give them four inches of earth. 

That or the next day the father of the boys 
came intotown. He inquired of the success- 
ful candidate what be should do, the tears 
streaming down bis cheeks as he spoke. He 
received bosympathy. Then he went about 
and sold bis team, and with the proceeds 
bought a Spencer rifle and ammuaition. To 
some one he said, bis voice choked with 
emotion: 

“Ive bid good-by to the old woman and the 
babies. I’ve robbed thei to buy this, and 
this is my suie dependence now.”’ He after- 
ward disappeared in the bush, and it ia fair 
to be supposed that no relative of the Chat- 
fields will pass him and live. 

The feud of these families arose from chil- 
dren’s quarrels. Raisea on neighboring farms, 
they had fought when gathering nuts, splash- 
ed and ducked each otber whiie bathing, and 
carried on their animosity unti!, as they grew 
to manhood, the Chatfields, being larger and 
stronger men, had conquered the McLoys. 
They made them slaves. [t is said to be liter- 
ally true that they made the McLoy whose de- 
fense of himself brought on the murders 
grind apples for them. Catching him one 
dav while they were grinding for cider in aa 
old-fashioned mill with a long sweep, they 
took tbe horse out and made him get on his 
knees aad push the sweep around until they 
grew tired of the brutal fun, whipping him 
with rods to make him go faster. They had 
compelled the McLoys to go into their field- 
and hoe their corn without pay. The McLoys 
were cowards, of course,or they would never 
have submitted to this, but one Chatfield 
lea ned that it will mot doto corner even a 
coward.

The Two Great Evolutionsits. 
From the New York Grapbic. 


Yesterday, when Dr. Youmans, editor of 
the Popular Science Montniy, welcomed Mr. 
Herbert Spencer on bis arrival at New York 
on the Servia, the following conversation 
took place after the friends bad warmly greet- 
ed eacn other: . 

The Doctor—My dear Master, now did you 
enjoy that unceasing redistribution of matter 
and motion which was brought about by the 
conveyance of your homogeneity across that 
condensation of the primordial nebuilosity 
which men have come to denomiaate the At- 
lantic Ocean? 

Mr. Spencer—My ‘dear disciple, not to oc- 
casion any disagreement between the objec- 
tive order of phenomena and the subjective 
order of thought, I must say that upon that 
congeries of ultimate atoms the predominant 
disintegration of matter occasioned a dissipa- 
tion of motion in my abdominal viscera 
which, though it was occasioned by the en- 
vironment, was excessively disagreeable to 
the ganglionic interiority and produced suct 
an abominable cephalaigia that the coherent 
aggregate of sensations was far different 
from hedonic. 

The D.—To what do you attribute |this 
evolution? 

Mr. $.—Such on evolution is always com- 
pound, and takes piace along the lines of the 
least resistance. The almost incessant com- 
bobulation of the vessel, occasions a redistri- 
bution of the energy from the lower part of 
the spinal marrow up tothe medulla obion- 
vata, where reflex actions are setup in the 
museular coats of the stomach, aud these 
secondary changes constitute a transforma- 
tion of the homogeneous into the hetero- 
veneous—the homogeneous being man and 
the heterogeneous being the ocean. The line 
of least resistance is over the gunwale. 

The D.—Suppose this process of disintegra- 
tion to act generally as well as locally, and to 
combine with the process of differentiation to 
render this cbange not simply one from 
homogeneity to belerogeneity, but from an 
indefinite homozeneity to a definite heterv- 
yeneity—what would tie resuit be? What 
would be the line of evolution? 

Mr. S.—The action of gravitation would be 
set up generally, and the map would be gen- 
erally upset. He would fall bodily into the 
2¢a. 

The D.—And be drowned? 

Mr. S.—Not necessarily. The absence of 
homogeneity inthe ship wouid cause a re- 
distrioution of ballast, and also, in coming 
into contact with their evironment the bands 
would perforce notice thata certain factor 
had been eliminaied therefrom which had 
previously existed therein. In the absence 
of a homogeneity a new redistribution wil: be 
inevitable and a rope . would be thrown over- 
board. 

The D.—-Whatis the cause of that insta- 
bility of tbe homogeneous which would 
evole the circumstances precedent to its pre- 
cipitation through the scuppers or over the 
gunwale? 

Mr. S.—It is consequent upon the differ- 
entexposures of the dfferent parts of any 
limited aggregation of incidentai forces. The 
soles of the b.ots of the homogeneous may 
lack viscosity aud thus giide from under 1t as 
it retches violently at the side of the vessel.
